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Over the weekends, during the summer, we 
like to go to the Dude Ranch. Here we meet 
a variety of young folks with one simple 
common interest: To recapture something of 
the spirit of the old west in the days when it 
was young. There's a shooting range on the 
grounds. So we try our hand with pistol and 
rifle. But most important of all, we like the 
long rides over endless trails. A chuck wagon 
follows ms and when we halt we all have good 
healthy appetites. We gather around the camp 
fire. One fellow plays a guitar and when he 
is finished we are all eager to listen to the 
"Story Teller." 

His name is JTm and he has a long white 
beard. The stories he tells are true and I have 
his permission to use them. So gather around 
on imaginary camp fire and listen to Jim talks 

"Way back in 1857, the firm of Russell, 
Majors & Waddelt was one of the largest 
freighting concerns in the entire west. The 
previous year, they had about 350 wagons 
and teams at work hauling freight. One. year 
later, an Important decision was made in the 
captitalof this country. The federal authorities 
were going to serfd an army to Utah to curtail 
the power of Brigham Young. This meant that a 
tremendous amount of supplies had to be 
shipped for the soldiers. 

As a result, the freighting business took a 
fantastic jump in its working equipment. Alex- 
ander Majors found he had to have 3,500 
wagons and teams to carry Uncle Sam's goods. 
Actually, he had more than forty thousand 
oxen to draw the supplies. He employed over 



four thousand men. In addition he had about 
one thousand mules. 

Alexander Majors, who later created the 
Pony Express, believed that all his employees 
should be 1 good moral people. So in order to 
get a job with him, the men had to sign the 
following pledge: 

"We, the undersigned wagon-masters, assis- 
tants, teamsters, and all other employees of 
the firm of Russell, Majors & Wadded, do 
hereby sign that we will not swear, drink 
whisky, play cards, or be cruel to dumb beasts 
in any way, shape or form." 

One day, in the year 1857, a young boy of 
eleven years asked Mr. Majors for a job. The 
youngster told Mr: Majors that he had to 
support his widowed mother. His first job was 
to carry dispatches between the wagon trains, 
but before he got the job he had to sign the 
pledge. The boy couldn't write his name so 
he made h'is mark in the form of an X. When 
he finished doing this, Mr. Majors handed him 
a copy of the Testament. 

At the end of each month, the boy, who 
did a man's job, would receive h'is forty dollars 
and sign the payroll with an X. He 
handed this money right over to his mother. 
The boy was happy until his mother remarked, 
when she saw him sign that payroll with an 
X. "Oh, Willie! If yop would only learn to 
write, how happy I would be." 

He decided to acquire the art of penman- 
ship and it got him into a lot of trouble. For 
"Will Cody," "UtHe Billy", "Billy the Boy 
Messenger", and "William Frederic Cody" 



were written with the burnt end of a stick upon 
tents, wagon covers, and all other tempting 
places. He carved hjs name upon wagon-body 
ox-yoke, and any other suitable wood with 
.his pen-knife. With such energy the boy was 
not long in, learning to write his name upon 
the payroll. While Alexander Majors had a 
good heart, he did object to the manner in 
which the boy was learning to write his name. 
There were slates and paper for such purposes. 

A party of Mormons under Col. Lott Smith 
captured and' burned the wagon-train in which 
the boy was serving. The men were permitted 
to go back to Fort Leavenworth. That young- 
ster had fb walk 1,000 miles ^ack home. It 
was a good start for the person who was to 
become famous as a buffalo hunter, a scout, 
and organizer- of a Wild West Show — " 
Buffalo Bill." 

Since I am talking just now about a famous 
westerner with the name of Bill, let me tell 
you something about another fellow with the 
same name. As Marshal of Abilene, Wild Bill 
Hickok made many friends as well as enemies. 
On one occasrem he arrested a cattle king 
from Texas. This fellow from near the Rio 
Grande was having a grand spree. He was 
under the impressfori he- could run the town. 
He resisted arrest and Wild Bill hod to use a 
club on him. The man paid a fine the next day, . 
but he swore before he left town that he 
would get Wild Bill for this! 

So the cattle king selected eight desperate 
characters who handled six shooters or knives 
with equal ease. He offered them the sum of 
five thousand "dollars in gold if they would 
kill Wild Bill. Arid each was given fifty dollars 
for expense money. They landed) in Abiiene. 
" This wholesale group of would- be- killers 
went on a spree: One blabbed about the 
purpose of their visit to Abilene. The hearer 
happened to be a, friend of Wild Bill. He told 
the marshal about the plan. Wild Bill was no 
fool. He knew:,he couldn't shoot it out with 
eight killers, but he felt he could hqndle-them 
if he directed the- way things went. So he said 
to his good friend. "Got to go to Topeka. 
Going to take the train." He saw that this 
bit of information reached the ears of those 
men. 

When evening came, Wild Bill got on the 
train going east. He- saw the eight men get 
into the 1 coach in the rear of the one he had 
entered. He figured no attempt would be 
made upon his life until a late hour when the 
passengers were asleep. So he quietly re- 
mained in fris seat until eleven o'clock. 

Then he arose and went into the other car 
with a revolver in each hand. There was con- 
fusion among the eight men as they saw their 
intended victim ready for a fight. After all, 
two revolvers contained twelve bullets and

Causey outfit came along by his camp the day 
the accident happened. 

They told him they had passed 6n 
abandoned wagon just like his in some sand- 
hills on Red Deer, about eight miles bock. 
And that by following their tracks back he 
could find it easily. So Jones harnessed up 
his ponies. He rode one and led the other, tak- 
ing aiong a pair of stretchers and a eharn. He 
went the eight miles and found the wagon. 
And the left hind wheel was the only one of 
the, four that was in good condition. 

He came back to camp and said that the 
right hand wheel had six spokes broken in it. 
That he couldn't use it at all. The left hand 
hind wheel would have done first rate, but 
it was for the wrong side. 

His two men, that were in camp at the time, 
commenced laughing at him.
